Electromechanical Technology 

For anyone who likes to work with 
both the hands and the brain, a new 
associate in science degree program at 
Palm Beach Junior College beginning' 
in the Fall Term has brilliant prospects 
for the future. It is called Electro¬ 
mechanical Technology. 

The course has been in the planning 
stages for more than a year. It is backed 
, by solid evidence that the high-tech 
companies in our area are in need of 
workers trained in both electronics and 
mechanics. 

Basic to that need is a new wave of 


automation that is spreading swiftly 
through the entire society. 

The new kind of factory and commer¬ 
cial establishment that is coming into 
existence is based on two strong trends 
coming together. One is the growing 
sophistication and ability of the com¬ 
puter. The other is the increasing com¬ 
plexity and ability of machines of many 
kinds. 

The resulting synthesis is creating a 
new meaning for robotics. Instead of 
toys which do amusing things, the field 
has become a serious search, not for a 
single, manlike general purpose appara¬ 
tus but for ways in which computer¬

controlled vehicles and materials hand¬ 
lers can add to the efficiency of oper¬ 
ation in many fields. 

Palm Beach Junior College has been 
positioning itself to be in the forefront of 
this revolution. 

Already, the computer assisted design 
program, aided by equipment donated 
by IBM, is recognized as a leader in the 
southeast. 

Now, with the addition of the Electro¬ 
mechanical Technology courses, the col¬ 
lege will be training the specialized work¬ 
ers who will build and maintain the 
equipment of the future; no longer ma¬ 
chines and not entirely computers, this 
new equipment is the only logical answer 
to the economic threat of cheap foreign 
labor. 

The curricula will draw from existing 
computer and engineering courses, but 
will also involve new courses such as 
pneumatics, hydraulics, instrumentation 
and controls. cant'd on page 2

Drama Class at PBJC North 


Drama is alive and well at PBJC 
North. 

Two sections of “Techniques of Dra¬ 
matic Art” will be offered during the 
Fall term: Wednesdays, 7-10 p.m. and 
Saturdays, 9 am to noon. (The Fall term 
begins Aug. 26 and ends Dec. 19.) 

The course covers the fundamentals 
of putting on a play, from directing and 
acting to lighting, staging, set design 
and make-up, according to Dr. Barry 
Russal, instructor. 

Students will also have the option of 
working on an actual production-either 
on stage or behind the scenes-for course 
credit. In November, the college and the 
Spotlite Players of Palm Beach Gardens 


will co-produce Moliere’s classic com¬ 
edy “Tartuffe”.

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There’s an old saying that goes “if 
you don’t know where you’re going, 
you’ll probably wind up there.” 

Having a career goal and a plan for 
obtaining it can save a student a lot of 
time, money and effort. That is why the 
PBJC Career Planning and Placement 
Center exists. 

Under the auspices of the Student 
Affairs Department, the Center offers 
a wide range of services to help the student 
get started on the fast track-and the right 
track The program begins with the basic 
personality attributes of the individual and 
works from there. 

“The first step in the career decis¬ 
ion-making process is to talk with a 
counselor to help clarify interests, val¬ 
ues, goals, needs and abilities,” said 
Gail Tomei, career counselor. 

“Some of the tools we use in self-assess¬ 
ment are tests such as the Strong Campbell 
Interest Inventory, the Myers-Briggs Type 
indicator, and ‘Discover What You’re Best 
^At,’ ” she said 

* After the bit of self-discovery, the 
counselor will help the student match 
his characteristics with those needed 
in different occupations. 

Last Winter, the Career Center ac¬ 
quired CHOICES, a computerized sys¬ 
tem for exploring career options. By

answering “yes” or “no” to a range of 
questions covering temperaments, ap¬ 
titudes, career fields, amount of re¬ 
quired education, salary range and 
working conditions, the student is able 
to zero in and print out a list of suitable 
careers. 

Students may also use the “Florida 
Views” microfiche to find up-to-date 
information on over 600 occupations 
within the state, covering duties, skills, 
interests, education, wages and job out¬ 
look 

Other information available in the 
Career Center includes general career 
reference books, such as the Occupa¬ 
tional Outlook Handbook and books on 
job search skills, educational informa¬ 
tion, such as college catalogues, en¬ 
trance exam workbooks and financial 
aid, vocational files and employer lit¬ 
erature. 

“Anyone is free to browse through 
these materials,” Tomei said. A lot of 
the books may be taken out by cur¬ 
rently-enrolled students for a two-week 
period.” 

Students can gain information from 
various workshops the Center sponsors 
throughout the Fall and Winter terms. 
Some of the topics include choosing a 
career, interviewing and resume writ¬ 


ing, and various career days (by indus- 
try). 

But just learning about careers and 
job search skills is not enough. The 
Career Planning and Placement Center 
offers students opportunities to prac¬ 
tice what they have learned.

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New North Library Ready for Use 


The new $5 million Library Learning 
Resources Center/Academic Labs build¬ 
ing at Palm Beach Junior College North 
was dedicated Thursday morning, May 
30. 

The two-story structure, the third ma¬ 
jor building at the new campus on PGA 
Blvd. in Palm Beach Gardens, has 48,000 
square feet of usable space and will more 
than double the available academic space 
on the growing campus. 

The library, largely on the first floor, will 
have a traditional book section, but will 
also include much modem audio visual 
equipment 

The academic labs on the second floor 
will allow PBJC North to teach Biology, 
Chemistry and Physics on campus, rather 
than in borrowed quarters in the evening 
at Palm Beach Gardens High SchooL 

Also on the second floor are facilities 
for laboratories in Art and Music. 

The Center for Personalized Instruc¬ 
tion, where individual teaching by way of 
the most modem equipment available 
gives help to those needing assistance to 
reach college level instruction, (and where 
students and citizens from the communi¬ 
ty may obtain career information of many 


different types) will also be on the second 
floor. 

The new building was already in partial 
use at the time of the dedication, and will 
be in full use by the Fall Term, beginning 
in August 

The dedication ceremonies were warm, 
friendly and brief. Four speakers adhered 
strictly to self-imposed limitations on 
time. 

Dr. Harold C. Manor, PBJC Presi¬ 
dent Emeritus, placed the building in 
historical perspective with a review of 
the campus - forecast in a 1963 state 
survey, purchased at $3,750 an acre 
from John D. MacArthur in 1966, mas¬ 
ter plan completed in 1978, and first 
buildings occupied in 1982. 

Dr. Ottis Smith, PBJC North Provost, 
welcomed some 200 visitors, about equal¬ 
ly divided into four elements: students, 
staff at PBJC North, PBJC personnel 
from other centers, and representatives of 
the public. 

Dolly Hand, vice chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, called attention to the grow¬ 
ing importance of learning to use libraries 
in an age when knowledge increases so 
rapidly you have to run as fast as you can

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Advanced Classes to be Added 
to Entrepreneurship Program 


Since 1980, the number of new bus¬ 
inesses has surged-and the number of 
new business owners who are women has 
outnumbered men five to one. 

Because of this trend, the PBJC Cen¬ 
ter for Continuing Education for Women 
will expand its Entrepreneurship Train¬ 
ing program to include more in-depth 
courses this Summer and Fall. 

Started in 1983 as a one-year pilot 
program through the Department of 
Labor Women’s Bureau, the program in¬ 
cludes a self-assessment workshop, a 
six-session Entrepreneurship class, and 
a four-session Survey of Home-Based 
Business. 

Classes to be added include “Record¬ 
keeping for Home-Based Business,” 
“Marketing and Sales: How to Get 
Your Share,” “Increase Your Selling 
Power,” “Credit: How to Finance Your 
Business,” “Financial Management,” 
and “Building Basic Management Skills.” 

The program has been popular, ac¬ 
cording to Toby Chabon, coordinator. 

“Some (of our students) don’t know 
what business they want All they know is 
they want something more from their 
lives,” she said. 


“Our goal is not to make every woman 
a business woman, but to have them con¬ 
sider self-employment as a viable career 
alternative. If after they’ve taken our 
courses, they find out it’s not for them, 
that’s good. It saves them from failure 
and unhappiness,” she added. 

She said one third of the women who 
have taken the course so far are actively 
pursuing a business of their own. They 
represent a gamut of products and ser¬ 
vices: a sportswear designer, exercise 
consultant, tent distributor, wholesaler, 
physician’s services consultant, and more. 

In the classes, Chabon draws upon the 
expertise of many local entrepreneurs. 
Some of the recent guest speakers have 
included Morris Tobias, president of 
GMI Marketing in North Palm Beach; 
Teresa Geist of the Small Business Dev¬ 
elopment Center at FAU; Kathy Adams, 
president and owner of Mediareach, an 
advertising agency in West Palm Beach, 
George Chismark, owner of Chismark & 
Co. accounting firm, Richard Lodwick, 
of Lodwick Insurance, Inc. and Dorothy 
Bemay, senior auditor at Pratt & Whit¬ 
ney.

Rive, who is retiring after 10 years of 
coaching at PBJC, said he was “de¬ 
lighted” to end his career this way. 

The coach has consistently built strong 
teams since taking over the helm in 1976. 
Under his direction, the Lady Pacers 
were national champs in 1985 and 1980, 
national runners-up in 1988 and 1984, 
and state champs in 1977, 1980, 1983, 
1984 and 1985. 

The PBJC men’s tennis team finished 
second in the nation, losing by only one 
point to defending co-champion Tyler 
(Texas) Community College in the NJCAA 
mens tennis tourney May 25 at Central 
Florida CC. 

Six of the Pacers were named to the All- 
American team: singles players Krister 
Larzon (no. 1), Hans Oberg (no. 2), Urban 
Lundqvist (no. 3), Kai Niemi (no. 4). Skip 
Jackson (no. 5), and Peter Grandahl (no. 6). 

The PBJC golfers, led by Gary Emmons, 
Jesper Pamevik and Per Segerstiom. were 
mnners-up in the state tournament in May 
at the Royal Oak Country Club in Titus¬ 
ville. They also placed foiuth in the national 
tourney held June 4-9 at the Miiror Lakes 
Country Club in Ft Myers. 
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
